UNIVERSITY BILL 


It May be Modified to Specify That 
Operations be not Commenced TH 
an Endowment Fund of $500,000 
is Subscribed. 


It is probable that the act to incor- 


perate the University of Calgary will | 


ce’ me up before the legislature for con- 
siceration this week. When it comes 
before the House it is bound to meet 


with strong opposition and as it at} 
present stands it is doubtful if it will 
succeed in being crystalized into leg- 
islation. 

In order to secure its adoption it is 
pessible that some radical changes 
may be made by its promoters, It 


is believed that the bill may pass if a 
provision is inserted whereby an en- 
dowment fund of $500,000 must be 
subscribed before operations are be- 
Sun and that the charter shall lapse 
in two years if the fund is not sub- 
secribed by that time. 


Similar to Provincial Act, 


The bil las it stands now is very 
similar to the new Provincial Univers- 
ity act. It divides the administration 
irto two bodies, the board of gover- 
pcrs and the senate. 

All the university property is vested 
ia the board of governors, which shall 
ecnsist of the chancellor and presl- 
dent of the university, who shall be 
ex-officio members thereof, and seven 
pcrsons appointed by the senate. The 
appointed members shall hold office 
for six years. 

The board is given power by the 
act to expropriate any real property 
that may be required for the purposes 
of the university, making due com- 
pensation therefor. The board shali 
repcrt annually to the lieutenant gov- 
ernor in council of its financial trans- 
actions, 

The Senate of University. 

The senate shall be composed of 
the chancellor, the chairman of the 
board, the president of the univers- 
ity, the president or other head of 
every affiliated college, the deans of 
the faculties of the university, and 
all persons who at any time have oc- 
cupied the office of chancellor or vice- 
chancellor of the university. The 
faculties shall be represented by the 
deans of the faculties respectively,one 
member shall be appointed by the 
Law society, and ten members shall be 
elected by convocation. The senate 
shall have as its duties the internal 
economy of the university. 

The remainder of the bill provides 
the machinery for carrying out the 
details of administration and the final 
clause makes a proviso for the educa- 
tion of women in such manner as 
may be deemed most fitting provided 
however that no woman shall by 
reason of her sex be deprived of any 
advantage or privilege accorded to 
male students of the university,

Mexican Revolutionists Dominate 
Important District and Capture 
Stores 


=! Paso, Texas, Nov, 22—According 
to advices received this morning, San 
Antonio, San Andrea, Torresten 
rerch, Minaca, Encinillas, Guerrero 
and the surrounding country in the 
state of Chiguahua was taken by the); 
revolutionists last night. They eon: | 
fiscated all stores, military equipment 
and surrounded all cattle and horses. 
Chihuahua is under martial law. 

Revolt has broken out in many 
States of Mexico. The most serious | 
feature of the uprising is the report 
that three hundred Federal troops 
went over to the revolutionists at 
Gomez Palacio, taking with them 
large quantities of arms and ammuni- 
tion. It is practically certain there 
has been heavy fighting with enor- 
mous bloodshed. The territory affect- 
ed Is fan shaped from a point less 
than 100 miles northwest of the City 
of Mexico to the United States bor- | 
der. In addition, fighting is report- 
ed in Pue Blo, southeast of the state 
of Vera Cruz, east of the capital. 

The Mexican government has de- 
clared a monopoly of all telegraph 
lines, both government and private, | 
and no message can be _ transmitted 
except undér government censor, In- 
spired reports of government victories 
and insurgent defeats must thereafter 
some reservation. 
United States troops all along the | 
Mexican frontier are under arms and 
dispatches from Washington indicate | 
the uneasiness of the Federal au- 
thorities over the present situation.

THE SITUATION IN 
MEXICO IS SERIOUS 


The Associated Press Wire Com- 
mandeered by the Mexican Gov- 
ernment—This Fact Lends Color 
to the Reports of Bloody Riots, 
Laredo, Tex., Nov. 21.—The situa- 

tion in Mexico appears to be serious 

tonight. For the first time in the 
fifteen years of operation, the leased 
wire of the Associated Press from Lar- 
edo to Monterey and Mexico City was 
commandeered by the Mexican gov- 
ernment on the plea of military needs 
and the federal cirenit manager in 

Nuevo Laredo was ordered to cut 

off the Laredo office to prevent in- 

formation being gleaned from mes- 
sages moving over the wires. 


Coming as it does after what was 
officially reported to have been a per- 
fectly tranquil situation throughout 
the greater part of the republic, bro- 
ken only by a few almost insignific- 
ant disorders in the smaller places, 
this action on the part of the gov- 
ernment would appear to lend sub- 
stance to the rumors of bloody riots 
at Zacatecas, Gomez, Palacios, and 
Torreone, the authenticity of which 
had been in doubt. 

Smuggling in Arms, 

El Paso, Texas, Nov. 21,—Whole- 
sale smuggling of arms and ammuni- 
tion across the border near Naco Ariz 
is said to be in progress. All trav- 
ellers are being rigidly searched and 
may be turned back. Both Ameri- 
can and Mexican border officials have 
received instructions from their gov- 
ermments to take extra precautions 
against smuggling. 

Laredo, Texas, Nov. 21.—Reports 
from what is considered a reliable 
source are to the effect that the riot- 
ing was renewed in Pueblo, Mexico, 
and that sixty persons were killed. 
It is said that the military auth- 
orities are conscripting large num- 
bers of the residents. 

Mexico City, Nov. 21.—The war 
minister tonight in explaining why 
troops were hurriedly sent to Orizaba, 
in the state of Vera Cruz, said it was 
feared that the rebels might dynam‘ 
the railway bridges. The net result 
of the fighting there, according to th~- 
minister, was one soldier killed and 
several persons wounted wh:n a mob 
attacked the marke'. 

Gomez Palacio, a town of 7,000 in- 
habitants, is said here tonight to be 
in the hands of the revolutionists. 
Railway and telegraphic communica- 
tion are cut off and this tends to 
lend color to the report.

HOSPITAL ACTION DISMISSED 


On the conclusion of the hearing of 
the evidence and argument in the 
action for $10,000 damages brought 
against the Sisters of Misericordia by 
Addie Barber, widow of Wm. Barber,’ 
who met with death by leaping from 
an unguarded hospital window in the 
ward on the third storey where he 
was a typhoid patient on Sunday, 
March 21st last, Chief Justice Harvey 
dismissed the case on the ground that 
negligence on the part of the attend- 
ant nurse had not been shown.

In the face of these facts 
rhe building of an institution for the 
dependent and neglected children of 
Alberta would at the present time be 
an unwarrantable expenditure of 
either public or private funds.
